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To ard Japanese-German relations iir Togd's attitude was always that they 
Should not bs svcn as to damage Japun's relations «ith other countries-- * 
Specifically tae UC SK, tne United States and the British Empire. Unsymn- 
pathetic to the Anti-Conintern i'uct from its conception, and laboring to 
veuken and soften it; so cbstinntoly opposed to a trivurtite alliance that 
for nis opposition he .ss transferred fran his Ambassadorship in Serlin; 
he Was the Cassandra of th. Navi decade. 


With the Soviet Union we 2al-sys waintained tiet cordial relations ves 
of prime imyortance; «and tue accident of his carcer gave him o. ortunity 
to see carried cut almost com-lutsly the policy which he arly formlatsud 
and for vhich he uncz.singly oried. Ye successfully managed the negeo- 
tiations for the s.le t. -anc.cuxuc of the Soviet interest in the Chinese 
Eastern Railway; he attainoi, for the first time in the history of Soviet- 
Japenese relations, a buginning of border-denarcation; and his «ork as 
ambassador in ‘iesco:’ had all but resulted in the ecnelusion cf a non-ageress- 
ion vact -hen he vas recnli.d. Throughout the Pacific “ar, when ne vas in 
office, he strossed the cordinsl importance of maintaining the Seviet- 
Japanese peace and friendly relations. ‘ 


“ith British and Amcricen affairs Mr Tdgd had little direct connecticn 
prior to beccming Foreigm ~inister in October 1941. “hen he had op ortunity, 
he worked for improvement of these relations--he had for eximple persunced 
the authorities to negotinte for an sgreonent with britain concurrently 
with execution of the Anti-Ccwintern Pact; he had osposed the Jusanese 
Navy's stand on naval disariauent ag likely to impair good relstions with 
America and Britain; and he bucaue Foreign Minister with the hope cf 
salvaging those tricked relations. Concerning his cennection »iti: the 
Pacific Var through his service in the TCjG Cabinet--which may readily be 
conceived to oe intended :.s the gravuiaen of the churge against ar Togs 
here--it “ill apvecr that, deing in ne governmental position, he vas called 
upon by the nev Premier whom he kner but casually te acest the post of 
Foreign “inister. This acst he accepted only after having obtained the 
unequivecal commitment that the new cabinet © culd vork sincerely for the 
success of th: Javuunese-.za_ricen negotiations, and that the Army would 
acquiesce. Thereafter ns ladorid under conditions of extrene Gifficulty at 
2 deuble task; on the ons hanc rtteupting to save the Javenese-Americen 
negotiations and relations, long since strsined clmcst irretricvably; on 
the other, dersunding tie wilitary Hign Comaands, in the Liaison Cenference 
where the matter vas munaged snd wucor. their voice 1s precominant, te vermit 
hin te make th. attempt.
